Petersburg reports that Oyama's front lias been 


rapidly narrowing during ,tho past few days under pressure of the Rus- 
sian advance and that his entire force is now north of the Taltse rive", 
covering a front not exceeding twenty miles. The point of tho Japancss 
concentration is not definitely known beyond tho general statement that 
their Una stretches from the Yentui mines ' westward 
to the railway. 


. Tokio officially announces the loss of the armored gunboat Heiyen, .which 


struck amiine off Pigeon bay on tho night of Sept. 18, foundering with 
nearly her entire complement of 300 men.

JAP GUNBOAT SUNK BY. MINE.

anese gunboat Heiyen struck a mine 


In Pigeon bay, west of Port Arthur, 
Sept. IB, and sank. Only four of her 
crew were rescued. 


The loss of tho armored gunbant 


Heiytm was announced today 
and 


permission was granted by the au- 
thorities to publish the details of the 
oleaster. 


The Heiyen struck'a mine off Pig- 


eon bay on the night of Sept. 18 aud 
foundered. 
Nearly three hundred 


persons, her entire complement, were 
drowned. 


Two petty officers and two sailors 


managed to reach Ghfaopai 
island, 


from which they were rescued. 


The Heiyen, which was engaged or. 


guard duty off Pigeon bay, wns 
missed by tho fleet and a search for 
tho vessel was immediately begun. 


The petty officers and sailors found 


on Chiaopai island, reported that at 
dusk on Sept. 18 a storm came up, 
accompanied by 
high 
sens. 
The 


Heiyen endeavored to return to her 
b.ise.when she struck a floating mine, 
which, exploded under her starboard 
side amidships. The vessel began to 
sink and an attempt wns made to 
lower the boats. 
Tho boats were 


swamped and the crew jumped into 
the sen, where, owing to the heavy 
combers, they were quickly drowned. 
The Japanese fleet carefully searched 
the locality, hut failed to find any 
other survivors.

Tuesday, Oct. 11.—(Delayed in transani-EsIon.)—The artillery duel is pro- 
gressing on the Russian left twenty-ssven miles southeast of Mukden, 
while the fighting at Yen<tal rages with terrible bitterness. The Japanese 
are making a counter attack. The result is in the balance, Russian re- 
inforcements are coming up rapidly. 


Field Headquarters of tha Secoud Japanese Army, Oct. 10, 9 p. m., 


via Fu'san, Korea, Oct. 12.—The advance on Mukden began this morn- 
Ing1. Field Marshal Oyonna, learning that the Russians were strengthen- 
ing and reinforcing their left five miles north of Yentol, ordsred the ad- 
vance. The entire line began the march, the infantry advancing two or 
three miles, tho artillery following:. The Russians, observing this move- 
ment, opened an artillery gun duel, which contniued all day. There was 
no decisive forward movement of tho infantry tonight. 


Mukden, Oct. 11.—8 a. m.—The battle commenced this morning along 


the line of the railway, with a terrific artillery flre on both sides. The 
railway line almost to Yentai is ill possession of the Russians. 
It is 


impossible to tell how the day's fighting will develop.

After long discussion Monday morn- 
ing tho policy holders of the Farm 
ers' Mutual Fire Insurance associa- 
tion of Allen county voted ngalnct 
amendments to tho by-laws of tha 
association under which it was pro- 
posed to make a change in the man- 
ner of culling assessments- to meat 
losses. 


For several months tho matter has 


been strongly 
agitated among tl.c 


members of the association and it 
was believed before the meeting that 
a change would be made. 


Tho matter was under consideration 


all forenoon and a vote was not tak- 
en until time for the noon adjourn- 
ment, when the movement was de 
teated by a very decisive majority. 


There was a larger attendance than 


usual at the meeting for the reason 
that all of the members wanted to 
hear the discussion of the proposed 
amendment. President 
George V. 


Kell explained amendments in full, 
stating that the most Important was 
the one under which it was proposed 
to create a fund to pay losses. Here- 
tofore assessments have been made at 
stated periods to pay for losses that 
had previously occurred. 


"Under the amendment it is pro- 


posed to levy TJB assessment within 
ten days after the election of officers 
of a sufficient amount to pay pros- 
pective losses, taking as a basis for 
such assessment, a per cent. 011 the 
amount of insurance then in force, 
said per caul, to be determined by 
taking an average of the rate bavin? 
been levied for the last five years 
preceding such assessment. 


This fund is to be collected prior 


Lo the January succeeding the elec- 
tion and placed in bank at interest 
and in event it is not sufficient to 
meet the demands for the ensuing 
year the directors are empowered to 
aorrbw any sum necessary to make 
up the deficit which shall bo included 
in the assessment for the following 
year. 
^ 


The other amendments are as fol- 


lows: 


All members or their agents must 


reside in and be subject to the COUITS 
of the county, and any person before 
aecoming a member of this associa- 
lion shall pay to the secretary, who 
is to act ns general ngent, or his 
agents, the sum of one dollar, policy 
fee, together with ten cents on each 
one hundred dollars insured, and sub- 
scribe their names to a copy of the 
.rticles of this association, and com- 
ply with and observe the by-laws, 
rules and regulations; they shall als^ 
pay to the secretary a pro-rata as- 
sessment for the balance of the flscnl 
fear.

Oil has been one of Indiana's chleE 


commodities - for nearly five years, 
but it was only recently that any- 
thing like a. boom, prevailed in tho 
counties 
where 
the production is 


largest. 
Oil Jaas been produced in 


Delaware, Madison, Grant, Jay and 
Randolph, counties in paying quau< 
tities ever since natural gas began to 
"play out." 


Even now in a section of country 


fifty miles square, filled with, oil 
drillers, speculators and owners of 
producing territory,Hhere is .none o£ 
that wilduess that has characterized 
other parts of the country in which 
the drill has struck pay sand. No one 


, has made a million and none expect 


to turn out a fortune of that amount, 
but there are numerous incidents 
where families have been lifted frain, 
poverty to affluence. 
The wolf has 


been driven from the door and now 
contentment reigns where once all 
was dark. 


Mr. and Mra. Elijah Goff of Liberty 


township, Delaware county, will not 
have to give up their farm and go to 
the poorhouse. 
Elijah Qroff is 84 


and his wife is 94. For years they 
have been hopelessly in debt and less 
than throe months ago their guardian 
was contemplating the step of taking 
them to the infirmary. The guardian, 
who is also 
the county auditor, 


shrank from telling his aged charges 
that, the mortgage holders would 
wait no longer and that they must 
leave the home which they had fifty 
years ago found in the wilderness. 


One day a party of oil drillers came 


to tho farm. 
They ootained 
the 


guardian's consent and then sent a 
drill down through the earth. Day 
after day the drill pounded away. The 
old man and his wife sat in their 
front yard and watched the work. 
Mr. Graff could not quite comprehend 
what was being done. One day there 
was a shout from tho drillers. They 
had struck oil. Tho old man and hli 
wifo will not have to go to the poor- 
house. 
Tho leasts on the farm, of 


fifty-six acres will yield them, an in- 
come of $280 a month. The old man, 
too, will now have a phaeton, a thing 
ha in hi a childish oxd ago has long 
coveted, but which until now'Ms 
guardian could never promise him. 
. Samuel A. Winget had struggled 
for years against poverty on his littto 
farm near this place. 
His income 


hod never been more than IfiHOO a 
year' and as his children grew tJ 
young 'manhood and young woman- 
hood ho longed to see them get a good 
iducation, but ho almost despaired. 
The drillers came. Thoy wanted to 
put down a test iveil. The 'well w*s 
n success. One month later the rural 
carrier brought Winget an envelope 
containing a check for ?6BO. 
He 


handled it with trembling hands. Ho 
realized that if the wall held out ho 
was a rich. man. It means so much 
to hia wife and children. He is now 
receiving checks monthly of from 
$400 to $500. 


So intense is the interest in the de- 


velopment o£ tho oil field in this sec- 
tion that James P. Goodrich, chair- 
man of the republican state central 
committee and the right-hand man of 
Vice Fdesidential Nominee Fairbanks 
spends at least one day each week in- 
specting his leases and the drilling 
operations.

ster to the alck and Insane. To tihe 
.ssumptlon o£ this'duty by the state Is 
lue the fact that the great work of 
harltles is little known. 
Society's 


neglect has In turn been the cause of 
nuch misfortune and crime and'conse- 
lucnt public expense. Now that we 
TC coming to know the facts, it Is pos- 
ible to apply the -remedy. 
The first efforts made to learn the 
ccrets of our penal Institution's were 
iy a committee of the Friends' church, 
ind that committee, continued from 
rear to year, has accomplished groat 
good. It was an elder In the Presiby- 


m church. Benjamin Harrison, who 
id aLlention to the wrongs rcsult- 


ng from partisan management of pub- 
ic Institutions, and his message was so 
effective that the principles he pro- 
ilolmed in favor of n on-part lean man- 
agement were generally adopted. 


The year 1889 saw great, advances in 


hR work of public charities. The first 
>f the three now hospitals for the In- 
;une, authorized by the legislature of 
883, was opened for the admlsrslon of 
patients and the other two wore soon 
available. 
.The board of children's 


guardians law wns enacted. The name 
•ear a law was passed creating th*> 
board of Mate charities, whose duty 
t was to Investigate the whole system 
>f public charities and 
to supervise; 


he management, of all charitable and 
lorrectlonul Institutions of the stale. 
To quote from Governor Mount, "The 
iplendld work of this board woo the 
icglnnlng1 of better conditions In In- 
diana." 
• 


The board .of state charities stood 


firmly from the start for tho non- 
mrtlsnn nmnngcmcnt of Institutions 


for their conduct upon the merit 


system. The people of the state came 


believe In this, and the successive 


cglslaturcs of 1896, 1897 and 1809 en- 
nctnd laws removing one after another 
of the state InslHutlons from the con- 
rol of political boards, until at this 
time the state prison nt Michigan City 
in the only one not required by law to 
have a non-partisan board. Gov, Dur- 
)ln, however, hns by his appointment 
of the-members placed this Institution 
al»o under non-partisan control. It Is 
well' known that there has been not 
mly a continual Increase In the ef- 
ficiency of our state Institutions, but 
ilso a better standard of 'core for tlho 


mates and n decrease In the expense 


i the state. The first year that any- 


thing like complete uniform re-nnrts 


•ere obtained from slato Institutions 
•as that endlns October 31, 1891. 


Compared with tlinae for 
the year 


end I lift October 31, 1899, the reduction 
in expense Is quite striking. The aver- 
se per cnjilln saying1 for all the char- 
itable Institutions for the yenr 1899 
over 1801 wns $02.42, and of the correc- 
tional Institutions $4.01. 
Taking Into 


account the dally overage number pres- 
ent, the totnl sn.vlng for the last y 
over the first amounted to $340,589.60. 
In other words, had the per capita cost 
of maintaining the Institutions In 1899 
been what ft was In 1891, the expense

The result of this work has 


been the saving of many thousand dol- 
lars to the public treasury, and bettei 
than that, tho securing: of good homes 
hi private families for 1,600 dependenl 
children. 


Other measures which have been QI 


great help In the prevention of de- 
pendence and crime are the compulsory 
education law, the amendment extends 
ing the provisions of the board of chll 
dren's guardians law to every county In 
the Blate, and the provision for boards 
of county charltlen and correction. Thi 
Juvenile court law, as one of the newei 
ones, gives promise of being one of the 
most valuable measures for the rescue 
of neglected children. In 1897 the In 
dlana reformatory woa established, am 
all three of the state .prisons for adult; 
have since been operated under tn< 
Indeterminate sentence and parole law 
Some of the ablest authorities have sail 
that in no state has the Indeter-mlnat 
sentence and parole law been so wcl 
administered as In Indiana. 


These laws give opportunities fo 


combating conditions in the state tha 
need care. In all tho work Is needei 
the help of the people. 
They shouli 


give It time and thought.
